But 
few shots were exchanged and the poor re­ 
sistance m ade by the defenders is illustrated 
by the fact that none of the insurgent force 
was even seriously wounded.

The m ajority of farm ers recogn ize 
the fact th a t un d er the presen t con d i 
tion s it requires good m an agem en t to 
m ake theyield a profit, 
in fact, ev ery* 
ad v an tage m ust be taken to lessen 
the cost of prod u ction , n ot on ly with 
the crops bu t with the stock; an d an y 
stock kept th a t fails with proper m an ­ 
agemen t to retu rn a fair profit, lessen s 
the gen eral av erage. To a certain ex­ 
ten t, a t least, cows are a n ecessity 011 
ev ery farm, the n um ber bein g largely 
d epen d en t upon the plan of tarm in g 
followed . 
While d u rin g the sum m er 
they can thriv e v ery well upon p astu r­ 
age, an d d u rin gthe win ter, if well shelt­ 
ered can be kept in a v ery good con ­ 
d ition 
largely* upon roughn ess, yet 
both the pastjiru ge an d the win ter 
feed in g costs somethin g, an d they 
m u st brin g a retu rn either in milk or 
calv es or both to pay a fair profit 
on the cost of keepin g an d the capital 
in v ested . W ith n early all kin d s of 
stock, if good care is taken , 
the 
m an u re 
th a t 
can 
be 
secured 
should be sufficien t to pay for their 
keepin g, so th a t the v alue of their feed 
an ti the in terest on the mon ey in v est­ 
ed , with the risk, should be the cost of 
keepin g. 
How m an y cows are kept 
on the farm year after year th a t d o 
n ot pay this cost? The v alue of the 
feed 
an d 
the in terest is the sam e 
whether a profit is retu rn ed or n ot. 
T o hav e a p a rt of the cows retu rn in g 
n o profit is to lessen the ¡>er cen t 011 
th e whole n um ber, an d the soon er the 
u n profitable on es are culled ou t the 
better for the farm er, 
if the calv es 
are of sufficien t v alue to pay a reas­ 
on able profit for keepin g the cows an d 
the 
cow brin gs a good calf ev ery 
year, th a t will an swer; bu t in the 
m ajority of cases the calf is n ot suf­ 
ficien t v alue to d o this, an d som ethin g 
m u st be m ad e from the milk in ad d i­ 
tion . 
Where ev ery item m u st l» e taken 
ad v an tage of in ord er to secure the 
best profit, it will pay to test ev ery

to become sick or d iseased . Ten d ays 
is ju st ab ou t lon g en ough to con tin ue 
the process; if con tin ued lon ger, the 
fowls are -v ery likely to begin to re­ 
trograd e. It is n ot d esirable th a t 
they should lose a d ay n or an hou r 
in pu ttin g on flesh. Ju st before the 
tu rn in g poin t is reached remov e the 
bird from con fin emen t an d execute a t 
a t on ce. Such pou ltry will com m an d 
a fan cy price in th e m arket.

Farm M anagem ent. 
The m ajority of farm ers recognize 
the fact th a t under tile present condi­ 
tions it requires good m anagem ent to 
m ake theyield aprofit. 
In fact,every 
advantage m ust bo taken to lessen 
the cost of production, not only with 
the crops but with the stock; and any 
stock kept th a t fails with proper m an­ 
agement to return a fair profit, lessens 
the general average. To a certain ex­ 
tent, a t least, cows are a necessity on 
every farm, the num ber being largely 
dependent upon the plan of farming 
followed. While during the sum m er 
they can thrive very well upon p astu r­ 
age, a n d d u rin g th ew inter,if well shelt­ 
ered can be kept in a very good con­ 
dition 
largely upon roughness, yet 
both the pasturage and tho winter 
feeding costs something, and they 
m ust bring a return either in milk or 
calves or both to pay a fair profit 
on the cost of keeping and the capital 
invested. W ith nearly all kinds of 
stock, if good care is taken, 
the 
m anure 
th a t 
can 
be 
secured 
should be sufficient to pay for their 
keeping, so th a t the value of their feed 
and the interest on the money invest­ 
ed, with the risk, should be the cost of 
keeping. 
How m any cows are kent 
on the farm year after year th a t (lo 
not pay this cost? The value of the 
feed 
and 
the interest is the sam e 
whether a profit is returned or not. 
To have a p a rt of the cows returning 
no profit is to lessen the percent on 
the whole num ber, and the sooner the 
unprofitable ones are culled out the 
better for the farm er, 
lf th e calves 
are of sufficient value to pay a reas­ 
onable profit for keeping t he cows and 
the 
cow brings a good calf every 
year, th a t will answer; but in the 
m ajority of cases the calf is n o t suf­ 
ficient value to do this, and something 
m ust be m ade from the milk iii addi­ 
tion. 
Where every item m ust he taken 
advantage of in order to secure the 
best profit, it will pay to test every 
cow', determining the value of thecalf 
when weaned and also the quantify and 
quality of milk she will give, and after 
a fair test ail th a t do not show a 
fair 
per cent of profit should bt 
m arketed. 
It is im p o rtan t to get rid 
of all unprofitable cows, sheep, horse* 
o r hogs, as every day an anim al it 
kept th a t cannot be made to pay a 
fair profit is th a t much taken from 
the farm income. It 
m ay seem a 
small item to ascertain whether one 
cow is paying or not, but on the farm 
it is the atten tio n paid to w hat may 
tie considered the details th a t largely 
determ ine the aggregate profits. And 
even a small profits i preferable to a

T h e Fa r m er ’s Ice House. 
A plentiful supply of ice on the farm 
» is both a luxury and a necessity, and 
there is no good reason why, in all 
localities where ice forms in winter, a 
sufficient 
qu an tity should not be 
stored up for sum m er use. 
A good ice house need not be an ex 
I pensive affair. 
It m ay be of the sun 
pleat and cheapest construction, And I 
yet as effective for the purpose as if 
costing hundreds of 
dollars. 
The 
three essentials are thorough drainage, 
j ventilation and wa .'s and roofs pack 
ed with a suitable 
nonconducting 1 
j m aterial to exclude heated air. 
lf placed on a hill where drainage J 
I can be easily managed the house may j 
I be p a rtly or 
wholly 
underground. 
Rut on a leval surface the building j 
m ay be entirely above ground. Two I 
m ethods of construction for these i 
I above-ground houses are recommend- j 
ed. One is to have a double wall of 
pine or hemlock boards, say ten inch­ 
es a p a rt, with a packing of saw dust I 
j or 
finely 
cut 
rye straw between, 
j Another, suggested by the C ountry 
i Gentleman, is to m ake a single board 
! wall, leaving a space ten o r twelve 
J inches fat ween it and the ice, which is 
j to be filled with the packing of saw- 
: dust or straw as the ice is p u t in. 
] This is said to preserve th e ice quite 
i as well as the other m ethod, with the 
j added avantage th a t the packing will 
S not settle, as tile perm anent packing 
j is liable to do, leavingerevices through 
which the air can have access to the 
ice. 


brood by the beginning of June, at

'nice drone combs; then as soon a* 
young drones .begin to crawl out o 
their cells, I would give this colon) 
two or three bright combs, putt ins 
them in the center of the brood-nest 
says the American Bee Journal. 
In 
two or three days, when the combs 
are well filled w ith eggs, rem ove the 
queen, and all o ther com bs with un­ 
sealed larva, from tile colony. Stim u­ 
late this colony by feeding. 
In six or 
eight days from the capping of the 
cells, cut out a queen cell for each 
colony m ade queenlesa a few days 
previous, and insert the cell iii a

brood nest. 
Always take enough com b with the 
cell, so as not to com press the cell iii 
the least. 
Be sure to destroy all 
oilier cells started by these black bees. 
I would keep tnis old colony rearing 
these cells queen less, so as to preserve 
the drones, as the dro u th will usually 
have ended these black drones before 
this tim e. We can also keep our bees 
p retty free from the black drones by 
shaving down the drone brood once 
every 15 days.

Tho m aker of bu tter or cheese 
can just as well m ake two to 20brood 
sows and get two litters yearly, to 
sell a t six to eight weeks old.

Set the coop in a 
darkened, quiet shed or barn, keep 
them well ventilated and scrupulously 
clean, and supply plenty of pure w ater 
for the fowl to drink. F or too4 give a 
soft paste of bolted barley and corn 
meal; mixed tyith swegt skim-milk.

gether with a little m eat aud grem 
Food aud a good supply of grit. 
it m ust not be removed from its con­ 
fined quarters for any purpose, es­ 
pecially for exercise, as the object is 
to secure perfect quiet and the m ost 
rapid possible increase in weight. 
lf the bird is in good condition a t 
the beginning, it will fatten with great 
rapidity for ab out ten days. After 
th a t time the confinement begins to 
tell on them, and they not only m ake 
no progress in fattening, b u t are liable 
to become sick ordiseased. Ten days 
is just about long enough to continue 
the process; if continued longer, the 
fowls are 'very likely to begin to re­ 
trograde. It is not desirable th a t 
they should lose a day nor an hour 
in putting on flesh. Ju st before the 
turning point is reached remove the 
bird from confinement and execute a t 
a t once. Such poultry will command 
a fancy price in the m arket.

WITHOUT ANY WAR 


President Fonseca of Brazil 
Reposed as 
Peaceably as Was Emperor Dotii Pedro 
Two Years Ago. 


Kio de Janeiro Again Tranquil and the 
Rebellion in 
Kio Grande do Sul 
Ceases at Once. 


Rio J aweiro. N ov. 25.—T he revolution in 
this city by which Fonseca’s dictatorship 
was overthrow n was alm ost as peaceful as 
th at by w hich Dom Pedro was deposed. 
The insurgents In this city have long been 
planning a coup. 
Y esteiday m orning a strong force made 
an attack on the naval arsenal where tho 
arm s and am m unition of the governm ent 
were stored, and after a half-hearted at­ 
tem pt at defense the garrison gave up. B ut 
few shots were exchanged and the poor re­ 
sistance m ade by the defenders is illustrated 
by the fact th at none of the insurgent force 
was even seriously wounded. 
A laborer 
in th e arsenal was killed by a shot from the 
attacking force,, and oneof the cannon ball* 
*frorn ttie arsenal dam aged a church. 
News of the uprising at first had a very 
disquieting effect, and created the greatest 
alarm am ong women and children and 
citizens who were not under arm s. 
W hen 
the rattle of m usketry and the boom of 
cannon was heard a wild panic ensued, and 
all not com batants fled to places of 3afety 
until the firing iea*ed. 
Shopkeepers, fear­ 
ing pillage, m ade haste to put up shutters 
and bar their doors. 
Ail this was unneces­ 
sary however. 
The news soon spread and 
the m ajority of the •people indulged in 
dem onstrations of rejoicing at the success 
of the insurgents. 
Members of Fonseca’s cabinet resigned 
when the trium ph of the revolutionists be­ 
cam e an established tact, and the m anifesto 
ot Fou*eca announcing th at he would bow 
to the will of tiie people was soon issued, 
it is expected th at the member* of the eon- 
gress dissolved by Fonseca will be recalled. 
Rio Janeiro is again jw-ace ui, although 
considerable jmj uSar excitem ent is still 
m anifested. 
Ttie news of Fonseca's resig­ 
nation lias been received at Porto Alegre 
and Rio G rande do but w ith the wildest re­ 
joicing.- B ulletins signed by m em bers of 
the provisional ju n ta were is-aed and an ­ 
nounced the new*. 
At Porto Alegre the 
people went about em bracing each other 
and shouting for the republic. 
T he popular feeling is strongly against 
secession, and no doubt is entertained that 
the ju n ta wifi com e to a peaceful under­ 
standing th at * 4 ri *‘orc Rto G rande to its 
place am ong Brazilian 
sule*. 
At Rio 
G rande do 8 ul hostile prej aratioris were 
abandoned and everybody appeared to rec­ 
ognize the end o the war. 
E xcept Para, w hich rem ains silent, all 
the provinces concur in the dismissal of 
Fonseca. 
Congress will probably ignore 
tiie recent events.

F a r m 
M a n a g e m e n t . 


The majority of farmers recognize 
the fact that under the present condi­ 
tions it requires aood management to 
make the yield a profit. 
In fact, every 
advantage must be taken to lessen 
the cost of production, not only with 
the crops but with the stock; and any 
stock kept thut fails with proper man­ 
agement to return a fair profit, lessens 
the general average. To a certain ex­ 
tent, at least, cows are a necessity on 
every farm, the number being largely 
dependent upon the plan of farming 
followed. 
While during the summer 
they can thrive very well upon pastur­ 
age, andduringthewinter,if well shelt­ 
ered can he kept in a very good con­ 
dition 
largely upon roughness, yet 
both the pastjirage and the winter 
feeding 
costs something, and they 
must bring a return either in milk or 
calves or both to pay a fair profit 
on the cost of keeping and the capital 
invested. With nearly all kinds of 
stock, if good care is taken, 
the 
manure 
that 
can 
be 
secured 
should he sufficient to pay for their 
keeping, so that the value of their feed 
and the interest on the money invest­ 
ed, w ith the risk, should he the cost of 
keeping. 
How many cows are kept 
on the farm year after year that do 
not pay this cost? 
The value of the 
feed 
and 
the interest is the same 
whether a profit is returned or not. 
To have a part of the cows returning 
110 profit is to lessen the per cent on 
the whole number, and the sooner the 
unprofitable ones are culled out the 
better for the farmer. 
Jf the calves 
are of sufficient value to pay a reas­ 
onable profit for keeping 1 he cows and 
the 
cow brings a good calf every 
year, that will answer; hut in the 
majority of cases t he calf is not suf­ 
ficient value to do this, and something 
must he made from the milk in addi­ 
tion. 
Where every item must he taken 
advantage of in order to secure the 
best profit, it will pay to test every 
cow, determining!he value of the calf 
when weaned and also the quant ifyand 
quality of milk she will give, and after 
a fair test all that do not show a 
fair 
per cent of profit should be 
marketed. 
It is important to get rid 
of all unprofitable cows, sheep, horses 
or hogs, as every day an animal is 
kept that cannot he made to pay a 
fair profit is that much taken from 
the farm income. 
It 
may seem a 
small item to ascertain whether one 
cow is paying or not, but on the farm 
it is the attention paid to what may 
he considered the details that largely 
determine the aggregate profits. And 
even a small profits i preferable to a 
positive loss.—N. J. 
S., in Prairie 
Farmer. 


T h e F a r m e r ’ s Ic e H o u se . 
A plentiful supply of ice 011 the farm 
is both a luxury and a necessity, and 
there is no good reason why, in all 
localities where ice forms in winter, a 
sufficient 
quantity should not be 
stored up for summer use. 
A good ice house need not he an ex 
pensive affair. 
It may be of the sim­ 
plest and cheapest construction, and 
yet as effective for the purpose as if 
costing hundreds of 
dollars. 
The 
three essentials are thorough drainage, 
ventilation and wa !s and roofs pack­ 
ed with a suitable 
nonconducting 
material to exclude heated air. 
If placed on a hill where drainage 
can be easily managed the house tuav 
be partly or 
wholly 
underground. 
But on a leva) surface the buijdiiis 
may be entirely aboveground. Two 
methods of construction for these 
above-ground houses are recommend­ 
ed. One is to have a double wall of 
pine or hemlock boards, say ten inch­ 
es apart, with a packing of sawdust 
or 
finely 
cut 
rye straw between. 
Another, suggested by the Country 
Gentleman, is to make a single hoard 
wall, leaving a space ten or twelve 
inches f>etween it and the ice, which is 
to be filled with the packing of saw­ 
dust or straw as the ice is put in. 
This is said to preserve the ice quite 
as well as the other method, with the 
added a vantage that the packing will 
not settle, as the permanent packing 
is liable to do, leaving crevices through 
which the air can have access to the 
ice. 
The ice should be pressed in a solid 
mass, not separated by a packing of 
straw, as is sometimes done. The 
ioundation for the ice may ^e made of 
:obble stone, w’ell drained, half a foot 
thick, on which is laid a two-inch 
plank 
flooring, 
with quarter inch 
tracks to allow of free drainage, 
lip 
in the floor should be placed ten inch 
23 of sawdust. 
Ventilation, without whioh the ict 
will not keep, may be provided tor by 
means of a chimney in the roof, with 
shutters, or by openings at both ends 
just below’ the peak of the roof. 
The 
latter is, of course the cheaper plan 
The exterior may he treated to a 
:oat of crude petroleum or of paint, 
according to the taste or pocket of 
the owner. 
But no farmer should he 
ieterred from having a sufficient sup­ 
ply of ice, because he does not feel able 
to build Bn ornate and expensive 
structure to house it in. Now’ is the 
time tp plan and construct the build­ 
ing, preparatory to laying 111 the stock 
of ice. 


Q u ic k 
F a t t e n in g o f F o w ls . 
The French are famous for their fat 
poultry, which they succeed in making 
not only fat and tender, hut of a fine, 
delicate flavor, very different from an 
ordinary fowl. The principle on which 
they fatten poultry is to keep them in 
close confinement and literally stuff 
them with all they can hold. 
An imitation of the French method 
may be followed with good results. 
Select lor the process only well-grown, 
perfectly healthy 
birds, and place 
them in small coops just large enough 
to hold one fowl. 
Set the coop in a 
darkened, quiet shed or barn, keep 
them well ventilated and scrupulously 
clean, and supply plenty of pure water 
for the fowl to drink. For toot} give a 
soft paste of bolted barley and eorq 
meal, mixed 'yith swegt skim-milk. 
fjjivp t|ie bird atl it can swallow 
two 
pr 
three 
times 
a day, 
to­ 
gether with a little meat apd grein 
Food and a 
good supply of grit, 
it must not he removed from its con­ 
fined quarters for any purpose, es­ 
pecially for exercise, as the object is 
to recure perfect quiet and the most 
rapid possible increase in weight. 
If the bird is in good condition at 
the beginning, it will fatten with great 
rapidity for about ten days. 
After 
that time the confinement begins to 
tell on them, and they not only make 
no progress in fattening, but are liable 
to become sick ordiseased. Ten days 
is just about long enough to continue 
the process; if continued longer, the 
fowls are -very likely to begin to re­ 
trograde. 
It is not desirable that 
they should lose a day nor an hour 
in putting on flesh. 
Just before the 
turning point is reached remove the 
bird from confinement and execute at 
at once. Such poultry will command 
a fancy price in the market. 


T o Italianize an Apiary. 
I would buy a gopd breeding queen 
(only one), and introduce her to a 


colony, which is strong in bees and 


brood by the beginning of June, at 
which time I should give them south 
nice drone combs; then as soon a* 
young drones .begin to crawl out o 
their cells, I would give this colon} 
two or three bright combs, putting 
them in the center of the brood-nest 
says the American Bee Journal. 
In 
two or three days, when the combs 
are well filled with eggs, remove the 
queen, and all other combs with un­ 
sealed larva, from the colony. Stimu­ 
late this colony by feeding. 
In six or 
eight days from the capping of the 
cells, cut out a queen cell for each 
colony made queen less a few days 
previous, and insert the cell in 
a 
middle 
comb 
of 
the 
brood-nest. 
Always take enough comb with tbe 
cell, so as not to compress the cell in 
the least. 
Be sure to destroy all 
oilier cells started by these black bees. 
I would keep tnis old colony rearing 
these cells queetiless, so as to preserve 
the drones, as ttie drouth will usually 
have ended these black drones before 
this lime. 
We can also keep our bees 
pretty free from the black drones by 
shaving down the drone brcflod once 
every 15 days. 


Selecting; S ow s. 
Select nice, smooth, lengthy sows 
with well-proportioned bodies if they 
are to be bred for spring pigs. 
The 
animal that shows a tendency to lat- 
ten easily at any age, and 011 having a 
good constitution and good bone, is 
also to be desired. 
While tbe sow is 
important, and one will not be likely 
to criticize a gilt too closely, the boar 
is still more to be scaled for points. 
He must ljave good qualities if the 
pigs are to be depended on. 
He may, 
however, be shorter in body. 
He 
must have a warm bed and a good 
yard in which to take exercise. 
If it 
can contain an eighth to half an acre, 
so much the better, particularly in 
summer. To winter well, give him 
oats, rye, mill sweepings, pumpkins, 
turnips, apples, etc., with his corn. 
Have the pigs arrive in March and 
April, and be ready to give them good 
care. The maker of butter or cheese 
can just as well make two to 20 brood 
sows and get two litters yearly, to 
sell at six to eight weeks old. 
In this 
way large pay may be got fortheskirn 
m ilkorwhey, and bought foods will 
make the farm richer for the cows.— 
Farm Journal. 


G o in g In to W in te r Q u a r te r s . 
It will soon he time to stable the 
cows and put them on their winter ra­ 
tion. A little care should be used not to 
make the change fromgrassto hay too 
abrupt: before the grass is frozen the 
cows should be fed some hay and 
meal, and if a part of the meal should 
be linseed meal it will be all the bet­ 
ter for the health of the cows. 
If the 
cows 
are changed gradually 
from 
green to dry feed there will be little 
or no falling off in their yield. They 
can be allowed to go into pasture so 
long as they seem to enjoy them­ 
selves there, care being taken not to 
let them out of the yard until the 
frost has melted off the gross. While 
what they get is not valuable as feed 
yet the accustomed exercise and tbe 
freedom from the restraint of the 
barnyard is good for them, until they 
lose all desire to wander over the 
fields we prefer to let them have the 
run of the pasture during the warm 
part of the day. 
When 
the ground 
freezes up they will be contented to 
stay in the barnyard, and by that 
time they will be on full winter feed and 
accustomed to their regular winter 
routine.—National Stockman. 


G u a r a n t e e s o f S u c c e s s . 
An exchange says the following are 
the best guarantees of success in farm­ 
ing; Cultivate only so much land as 
can he cultivated well, making due al­ 
lowance for bad weather, sickness, 
and other demands upon time. As far 
as possible, produce everything that 
can be consumed at home. Consume 
on the farm as far as possible, the 
products of the farm. 
As far as pos­ 
sible, market products directly to the 
consumer. 
Keep out of debt. 
Keep 
up with all improvements in agricult­ 
ure by reading and consultation. 
Every fanner who will adopt these 
rules and adhere to them for a few 
years, will have a little sub-treasury 
of his own that will be constitutional 
and entirely consistent with public 
policy. 
And he can lend small sums 
“ at a low rate of interest,” on good 
security, to his neighbors who nave 
been clamoring for money “ issued to 
the farmers on non-perishable farm 
products” 
and consequently could 
not observe these wholesome rules.

T here are many curious customs 
observed by the Brazilliaan. 
Funerals 
•rt? notable in that for a young unm ar­ 
ried lady coffin, the hearse, and livery 
of the driver m ust be bright 
the four 
white horses draw ing the 
hearse m ust be covered 
with scarlet 
nets, and scarlet plumes must deck the 
horses’ heads. 
No women go to the 
cemeteries. The mother, or thewidow, 
m ust not exhibit her grief in public. 
For the swell funeral of a young 
girl the coffin, hearse, livery of the 
driver and nets and plumes for the 
horses must be royal 
purple. 
For 
elderly persons black and gold are the 
adornm ents of m ortuary trappings. 
At 
weddings the bride does not 
wear orange blossoms, 
but orange 
flowers are presented by the groom 
and 
his 
bride 
to their unm arried 
acquainances. 
The cti-tom has a hid­ 
den 
m eaning dating 
back 
to the 
tw ilight 
of 
man's 
history. 
The 
flower is an emblem of fecundity and 
tbo “ passing on" of the gift signifies 
••Go thou and do likewise.” 
The calling of porters—the business 
of porterage— is a regular one, and is 
divided into closes. 
There are porters 
whose speciality is handling pianos— 
delivering, transferring 
them. 
You 
never see a piano on a truck or in a 
furniture Tan. 
Four men bear up­ 
right pianos 
00 their 
heads, 
and 
square and grand pianos are carried 
in slings suspended from two poles, 
resting on the shoulders of four men. 
Iron safes are transported by por­ 
ters, delivered from the warehouses, 
moved from one place to another an4 
put in position—ail by sheer strength. 
If you buy anything—furniture, a 
piano, a safe—the 
purchaser must 
bargain with tho porters for the de­ 
livery. 
And if you do not make your 
bargain to carry and put in position 
tho porters will leave tho articles at 
your door, unless you agree to pay 
additional for placing them in your 
house or rooms.
